The Prifoners were conveyed in ſeveral Carts 
from Newgate tothe place of Execution, All the 
way :s they paſſed, the ſtreets were thronged with 
Spectators, and at Tybury they were in ſuch num- 
bers. that the Carts could not get up to the place of 
Execution, the Priſoners being led thither on toor, 
where being placed in Carts, Mr. Partridge a Mini- 
fler made 'an Exhortation to them, and others 
prayed with them, Several of them were very pe- 
nitent, confeſſing their fins, and begged of the Lord 
{or pardon. And ſome ſeemed not at all concerned, 
though they had not many minures tolive, 

Stephen Eaton prayed himſelf, to this purpoſe 
Thathe had been a great ſinner, and that he had 


; greatly offended the Lord; by milpending his time, 


reaking of Sabbaths and keeping ill Company; 
That it was not long ere he ſhould appear before 
the Lord, either on the Right hand or on the Left, 
with. a Go ye Curſed, or Come ye Bleſſed; humbly 
begging of the Lord to pardon all his ſins, to waſh 
them away in the blood of his dear Son; Thar he 
would give him an aſſurance of his Love , and Par- 
don of his fins, before he ſailed into the Ocean of 
Eteraity, p- ; | 

George. Rhodes ſeemed tobe very penitent, weep- 
ing birrerly, bur ſaid little, 

Two of the-women were very penitent, and 
were much wrought upon while they were in New- 
gate, and brought toa ſcaſe of their fins by ſome 
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' had walked in the fear of God, and kept themfelyes

 Atter the Prayers were ended, they being all 
tied together, the - Cart was drawn from they, | 
after which Philips ſtrugled very much , but the 
reſt were all of them ſoon dead. And thus have 
you an account of ſeveral perſons condemned for 
ſeveral offences, - and come to an untimely end, 
to the great grief of all their- friends and Relati- 
ons; which might have been prevented, if they 
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
